AF  we  compare  thi^paffage  of  Holy 
Scripture,  with  the  acewtata  of  oiif  Lord't  a4^ 
cenfion.  as  given  by  the  other  Evangelifts,  wc 
fwi/l  fuppofe  thefc  word*  ta  hme  been  i^l^cn 
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by  him,  juft  before  his  being  taken  up  into 
Heaven.  Upon  this  account,  they  aflume  a 
character  of  the  highefl  importance,  being  the 
fummnry  of  his  lad  declarations  of  himfelfy 
as  to  his  power  and  autl^ority  j  his  laft  direc- 
tions for  the  inftrudtion  of  his  Church ;  and 
his  laft  promifes  for  the  encouragement  of  his 
faithful  Minifters. ,  Upgft  thefe  declarations 
and  promifes,  refts  their  obedience  in  executing 
his  commands,  and  their  confidence  of  being 
fupported  by  his  Grace  in  their  HvorHy  to  the 
end  of  time. 

The  power,  of  which  he  fpake,  was  not 
thaf  of  mere  (5uv«|Xij)  extraorciinary  mightj^  of 
extraordinary  wifdbm,  or  miraculous  working, 
(of  thefe  things  he  had  given  abundant  demon- 
ftration  bef6Ve,)  but  the  (f^ao-/*)  power,  dignity, 
and  authority  of  the  King  :  the  power  of  re- 
gulating all  things  in  his  kingdom,  theChurchi 
and  of  calling  upon  all,  to  execute  his  laws,  in 
the  way  which  he  fhould  prefcribe.  He  held 
out  kingly  prerogatives,  the  higheft authority; 
tor  which  irtiplicit  obedience  muft  readily  be

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hack  all  nations  ("make  drfcipfcs,  make 
"  Chriftians  of  all  nations/'  as  it  *  ftands  irt 
the  Qiargiri.)  baptizing  them  in  the  name  rf  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost : 
Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I 
have  commanded  you.  Here  is  authority  of  the 
highcft  order,  kingly,  divine :  and  here  is  an 
exprefs  h'ne  of  proceeding  marked  out,  which 
we  are  bound  toobferve;  to  baptize,  and  to 
teach,  as  the  Gofpel  of  Chrift  has  ordained. 

Here  then  will  arife  our  firft  enquiry :  have 
ync{^  comm?nds  of  Chrift  been  obeyed  from 
time  to  time  ?  Or,  which  is  more  immediately 
prop^^r  fcjr  our  confidcratiort,  have  we  of  this 
couhtrf,  and  of  thefc  latter  times,  gone  forth 
!  1  this   Spirit,  and   made   Difciples  of  thofe 
Nations,'  upon  whom  the  light  of  the  Gofpel 
hath  not  fhined  ?  It  muft  be  allowed,  that  we 
and  others  have  employed  many  years  in   this 
facred  work,  and  that  great  has  been  the  com* 
pany  of  the  Preachers 'fent  forth  to  execute  it. 
But  it  muft  be  confefled,  th^t  we  have  by  no 
means  effected  the  poirit  dt  Vrhich  we  aimed, 
and  that  very  fmall  progrefs  indeed  has  beert 
made,    comparatively   fpeaking,   with    refpedl 
to  the  vaft  proje^  in  contemplation,  of  dif- 
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ciplipg  all  Nations.  Not  that  we  arc  tp  be  c»(l 
dpwa  by  this  circumftance,  or  defpair  of  ulti* 
mate  fuccess  through  the  gracje  of  God.  For 
caufes  of  failure  may  be  airignedji  which  may 
caiily  allow  us  to  retain  the  idea,  that  the  ob- 
ject \\\  view  is  neither  idle  nor  wrong  j  and  that 
however  un,fucce{5ful  our  plan,s  may  have  bc«n, 
ilill  v/e  muft  work  the  work  of  Chrift,  ih\\ 
teach  all  Nations,  baptising  them  in  the  name  of 
the  Fatlur^  and  of  the  Son,  and  ^'  the  Holy 
GhosL

a^nd  calling  upott  the  filgh-irnndcd  Defpot«  of 
^t  Eaft,  to  aickniDwlcdge  a  foreigm  jurifdi^kin 
M  to  al!  papal  4ecree»,  at  once  provoked 
refiftance  to  all  perfuafion  of  the  kind,  and 
made  them-  look  with  difguft  upon  a  religion^ 
which  would  degrade  them  from  their  prefect 
rank  and  dignity  in  the  world  K 

Thele  things  nieet  as  in  Kmine,  aa<l  ^»  fuf«* 
ficient  tc  apprize  iM,  how  ^iificoit  it  nmft  be 
to  make  converts  upon  fuch  humiliating  cotau 
dittioiw.  Th«fe  fadores  however  are  not  im- 
fmtahle  t«  oiif  S^ciet^,  as<  fault;.  Th«  for-* 
iner  catfes*  ttt  ovmg  lo  tiw  nature  of  live  human

It  must  be  obferved,  that  at  every  mention, 
cf  converting  the  ignorant  Heathen,  cautioa^ 
and  doubt,  ajd  furmifes  hay^  .  been  jifualljf 
(larted  by  thofe,  who  have  touched  upon  the 
fubjecfl,  as  to  what  methods  may  prove  mod 
cffed:ual  to  this  end.  Pious  frauds  have  been 
here;tQfore  pradiced  by   fome*:  others  fijfve

*  k  ia  Hecoriled  that  in  tlie  Pontificate  of  Benedit-t  XlVth,  a 

J«:suit.  asBviijcd  the  name,  title,  and  garb  ofa,  Brarain,  ao^ 
.■u:iid^T>ithibi  (fisg^uise,  deceived  maj^y;  Bram^n^  and .  ^cpnyifted 

ihem  ;  but  the  Pope  would  not  allow  the  imposture  to  continue. 
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contended,  that  the  firft  mcjifure  to  be  taken, 
is  the  civi!ik;ing  of  the  barbarous  pants  of   he 
world.     Oihfr«  have   been  ftronuous  for  the 
education  of  Heathen  children,  rationally  ar- 
guing that   by  training  them   up    from   their 
infancy,  it  would  be  eafy  to  imprcfs  upon  their 
minds,  the  truth  aud  advantage  of  the  precepts 
of  the  Gofprl     It  has  been  argued   alfo,  that 
the  apoftolic     prorcedings,   inasnrjiuch  as  they 
were  attended  vith  miraculous  and  extraordi- 
nary gifts  o^  the  Holy  Ghoft,  ar«  out  of  the 
queftion,  and  cannot  be  loo.Vcd  to  as  ^'.  »des  in 
the  holy  work  of  con?erfion.     Le«;  jv  not  be 
borne  down  by  the  peremptory  aflertions  of  any 
amohgft  us,  nor  by  the  apparent  magnitude  of 
the  difficulties  which  crofs  us  in  the  way ;  but, 
without  regarding  any  of  the  difcuffions,  which 
do  at  prefent,  or  at  any  time  heretofore,  may 
have  engaged  and  irritated  the  minds  of  men, 
let  us  patiently  review  v/ha^  has  pafTed  before, 
and  fee  how  far  we  can  obtain  abfolute  autho- 
rity for  certain  fixed  mwdes  of  procedure,  and 
how  far  (i.afmuch.  as  ''all  Scripture  is  wriUen 
"  for  our  harning;'  Rom.  xv.  14,)  we  may 
draw  out  rules  of  aaing.  from  the  condoa  oF 
the  Apoftles  and  of  the  primitive  Church,  how 
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widely  fiApenor  foevei:  ti»eic  cndowm.eat&  ^ntt 
pow«*rs  «nay  ha,ve.  bje«a,. 

It  ^w|ll  readUy  be  allowed,  that  the  wlwle  o£ 
Chrift's  or  the  Apoillcs'  proceedings  were  not 
€ondud:ed  in  a  miraculous  manner.  Certainly, 
fome  adliJi  were  of  an  extraordinary  and  mira- 
culous nature,  but  many  of  them  were  done 
after  the  como]^n  way; of  human  a<ftions. 

I,  Let  us  fee  then,  what  diredions  we  may 
draw  from  the  extiaordinary  and  miraculous 
SL^$  of  Chrift  and  his  Apofiles.  For  thcsa 
things,  alfo  vier£  writtm  for  our  adrmniUon^ 
I  Cor.  X.  1 1.  Not  that  I  mean  (for  it  would 
be  abfurd)  that,  we  fljould  copy  and  do  thcfe 
things :  but  certainly  I  would,  with  great  defe- 
rence, fubniit,  whetlier  the  principle  and  ob- 
ject of  them,  might  not,  and  indeed  ought  not 
to  be  adopted  and  purfued. 
•  I.  The  great  appeal  which  Chrifl  made  to 
the  undcrftandings  of  men^  \\\  proof  of  his 
divine  Mifcn,  was  briefly  this  :  Believe  me  for 
themry  works'  sake  :  John  xiv.  n.  Whatw^re 
the  works  to  which  he  principally  appealed  ? 
Surely,  the  miraculous  powi^r  of  healing  was 
the  adl*  moft  immediately  obvious  to  gene- 
ral obfcrvation.  And  indeed >  a<^s  of  this  be- 
neficial 
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weiSckl  f6rt  Were  the  very  tliih^s  which  Chrift 
bade  the  di/biplfcs  of  Johri  reporf;  6f  him,  as* 
fips  that  hi  Was  th^  Mefliah  who  (hould  come. 
Luke  vii.   22.     Would  we  then   addrefs  our- 
reives  ro  perfon?,  ignorant  of  the  bleiTedncfs 
of  the  CliTiftiaii  perfuafibn,  fhouid.  we  not,  if 
hfcte  pjis^ible  to  cbmWne  fuch  a  talent,  flionld 
We   not  be   prepared   to  exerciJe   this  ufcful 
knowUdg«  ?  How  a  kindn^fs  of  this  fort  wins 
mkf !  Who  kiidWeth  whethfcr^lt  will  fci-fdadc 
tt>en,  ^ti^'inclirf(j  their  htartfe  td  iCcept  <^uf 
Wofds  ?  *  What  if  we  cantiot  heal  at  a  word 
mirac^ol^MrtJy  ?  Yet  ih  all  parts  of  the  Heathen 
Wib/^ld,.' thi   powef  of  ready  healing  will  ap- 
pe-i-  a  vtiy  extraordinary  aa,  and  give  an  idea 
*cr  liiinds   lefs  enlightened,  of  the  gfeat  and 
tteiiflin^nding  fuperiority  of  -charader  in  hlrtl 
whopoffelTcs  it.     It  Wh  the  very  language  of

*  I  have  known  several  instances  in  our  own  country,  where 
skill  in  the  art  of  healing  has  given  great  effect  to  a  clergyman's 

Ministry. 

And  my  learned  friend,  the  Bi«¥op  of  Hereford,  has  com- 
municated to  me,  that  in  Orine's  History  of  Hindostan  it  is 
luenlioncd,  that  an  East  Indian  Prince  having  received  a  cure 
from  an  English  surgeon,  was  so  struck  with  a  sense  of  hi« 
superiwr  endowments,  that  he  introduced  his  {the  Christian) 
religion  into  his  doniixnions. 
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adion  which  Chrift  himfclf  taught  by  his 
great  example  :  Men  believed  on  him  for  the 
ii'orU  sdke :  John  x.  42,  both  for  their  power 
and  kindiiefs. 

2.  Let  us  conftder  another  extraordinpry  ad, 
exhibited  in  the  pcrfons  of  the  Apoftles,  the 
gift  of  tongues.  This  was  the  iirft  operation 
of  the  Holy  Ghoft,  in  promulgating  the  Gof- 
pel  of  Chriil.  The  qucftion  is,  whether  it 
does  not  clearly  point  out  to  all  thofe  who 
would  convert  or  inftrud  mankind,  what  ought 
to  be  one  of  the  firft  fteps  taken,  viz.  that 
every  man  (hould  hear  in  his  own  tongiie  wherein 
he  was  born ,  the  wonderful  works  of  God,  Ads 
ii.  8.  II.  There  can  be  no  doubt  upon  this 
head,  that  the  Scriptures  fliould  be  tranflated 
into  all  languages,  and  difperfed  throughout  all 
nations.  For  how  shall  men  oelieve  on  him,  qf 
whom  thei/  have  not  heard?  Rom.  x.  14.  The 
Hiftory  of  the  A6ts  of  the  Apoftles  abounds 
with  the  account,  how  widely  thft  gift  of  ton- 
gues propagated  the  Gofpel,  and  leaves  no 
doubt  what  method  ought  to  be  purfued. 
There  need  be  no  difcuffion  upon  this  point. 

Nor  indeed  will  it  be  fufficient,  if  we  would 

complete

complete  the  work,  that  we  barely  give  the 
words  of  the  revealed  will  of  God,  in  all 
languages,  and  then  leave  them  to  be  under- 
ftood,  as  they  may  chance  to  be,  by  the  un- 
lettered barbarian.  The  cafe  of  the  Ethiopian 
Eunuch  points  to  better  notions:  he  v.as 
reading  the  Prophet  Efaias :  Understandest  thou, 
faid  Philip,  what  thou  readest  ?  And  he  faid, 
(and  fuch  muft  ever  be  the  language  of  the 
natural  man,)  JIow  can  i>  except  some  man  shall 
guide  mef  Then  Philip  opened  his  mouth,  and 
tegan  at  the  same  Scriptui'e,  and  preached  unto 
him  Jesus.  Ads  viii.  30,  &c.  Can  there  be 
a  plainer  intimation^  that  the  work  of  conver- 
fioniisinot  to  reft  upon  the  bare  reading  of  the 
word,  but  that  a  gu»de  to  the  true  meaning 
and  import  of  it  muft  be  added,  if  we  would 
make  men  underftand  the  name  of  Chrift  ?  * 
The  Scriptures  were  already  difperfed  through- 
out all  India,  but  that  was  not  fufficient :  The 
Apoftles  expounded  the  meaning  of  all  ihat 
had  been  written.     Is  it  not  then  highly  ad- 

vifable. 


•  The  natural  man  recciveth  not  tlie  things  of  God,  for  they 
are  foolishness  unto  him,  neither  can  he  know  them,  because 
tlioy  are  spiritually  discerned.     1.  Cor.  ii.  14. 
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vifable,  that  the  fpirit  of  thisaA  of  Philip  fhould 
Jw  copied  in  all  places,  and  that  fome  Preachers 
flioQld  be  at  hand,  or  that  fome  approved  cuni4 
imnt  (hould  be  added,  as  a  help  to  the  under^ 
ft^fii»g  of  the  word  ?  So  that  it  might  at  oncdi 
be  iaid.  This  is  the  wrking^^aihd  M^s  i^  ^he  iM 
icypr€k4iion,  Daniel  v.  25,  26.  M«ch'migi>|  be 
faid  upon  this  fubjcdl,  but  it  would  norbeclbi)?^ 
venient  now.  However,  Ii^uft  ad^,  that  gr»ea| 
delay  In  poiiitof  time,  land  great  e;*pjbitpe|ili  point 
of  preparing  fuch  hel^ps,  woUiU  uttJifbidaWyhapA 
peny  But  thefe  things  do  not  change ihie  truth  of 
the  cafe  :  And  if  we  would  do  oflr  work  eifec*k 
tually^  thefe  means  muft  be  in  ibme  fort  uU 
timately  purftied.  Indeed*;  the  delay:  of  itrmti 
is  a  con/ideration  of  little  moment  ^  ahd'  the 
expence  may  be  remedied  by  the  liberality  of 
our  religious  and  fenfible  co'iatttrymeniito  whoni 
we  confidently  appeal. 

We  may  be  fanguinc  in  trying  to  do  inft^ri^' 
taneoufly,  what  can  be  done  in  procefs  of  time 
aJone ;  and  then  perhaps  we  may  rAJifi  otir  Work;^ 
by  aiming  at  too  much.  The  perfuafion  of  the 
h-umxm  mind  is  a  flow  operation.  ^  is  iM- 
kingdom  of  God,  as  if  a  man  should  cast  seed 
int^  tjte  ground;  and  should  skep  mid  rise  night 
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and  day,  and  the  seed  should  spring  and  grow  up, 
he  hwweth  not  how,  Mark  iV.  26,  27.  Per- 
haps nothing  fudden  in  this  way  can  be  cffc(?ted 
by  human  powers;  and  it  would  be  wife, 
while  we  endeavour  It)  extend  the  knowledge 
of  the  Lord  with  rapidity,  to  watch,  whether 
we  ^an  thus  accomplifli  the  work  y  and  what 
are  the  regular,  although  (lower  human  means, 
which  may  enfurefuccefsto  human  endeavoups. 

IL  No  one  can  deny,  th^t  all  thofe  a<ftioi^ 
oi  our  blefled  Lord  and  his  Apoftles,  which 
were  done  after  the  eommonf  way-  of  human 
aftions,  were  expreffly  fet  forth  as  examples, 
whith  all  men  fliould  fbllciw.  Were  then  we 
can  ancf  ouglit'  to  cbpy<them,  wiehfout  ^tibt  or 
diffidence.    '  ^       •^>l^ 

I.  Chfift  in  his  great  mercy  to  mankind,  dif- 
d'ained' not  to  make  uftof  natural  means,  when 
they  wei^e  fiiflicient  for  his  purpofe.  Thuis 
early  in  the  courfe  of  his  calling  the  world  to 
glory,  he  fen t  out  difciples  who  (hould  preach 
the  word.  If  with  thcfe  refted  occafionally 
miraculous  powers,  and  thus  they  became  fuc- 
cefsful  in  their  calling,  it  need  not  be  brought 
forward  to  difcourage  the  mifiion  itfelf :  Per- 
haps the  true  argument  to  be  drawn  from  it  is, 

that 
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that   men    fliould   be  fent,    if   pofTiblc,    with 
fuperior  powers,  able  to  draw  others  after  them, 
and  zealous  to  adt  with  the  beft  powers  which 
they  have.     It   may  be   queftioned,  not  only 
whether  this  idea  has  been  always  fufficiently 
aitended  to,  but  whether  the  pre  lent  diirtra(P:cd 
courfe  of  common  life,  can  furnifh  ruch,9ha- 
raders  as  appear  ncceirary   for   fuch  a  wprk. 
But  this  is  one  fixed  obje(a:,  to  which  our  views 
(hould  be  cpnftantly  direded. 
j;  j^,  That  Miffionaries  Jbould   be. ,  blamelefs, 
learned  in  all  things,  wise  as  serpents,  harmless 
as  </ow^,  patient,  apt  to  teach,  fhewing  th^m- 
felves  patterns  of  good  works,  and  to  iua\  up 
all,  faithful  in  the  Lord,  preaching,  as  they  go 
forth,  no  perplexing  fubtleties  of  man's  inven- 
tion, but  fimply  the  dodtrine  of  repentance, 
and  baptifm  *  into  the  faith  of  Chrift  crucified, 
who  that  has   the  flighted  knowledge  of  the 
Gofpel,  can  bave  one  doubt?  This  is   not  a 
point   which   requires  difcuflion.     Howfoever 
the  finding  of  fuch  perfons   may  abound,  as 
it  mod  undoubtedly  does,  with  great  difficul- 
ties. 


■sost.  Homil.  in  Rli.tt.  xxviii. 
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tics,  the  truth  of  th6  fad  is  beyond  difpute. 
Ana  farthei*,  xi,  through  neceflity,  the  work 
his  ttcn  en truftetf  to  other  hands  than  thefe, 
and  in  confequence  has  in  part  or  wholly  failed, 
it  is  oo  caufe  of  difcouragcment^  as  to  at- 
tempting to  convert  mankind  in  the  method, 
'which  a  right  underftanding  of  the  word  of 
God  ^liredts  us  to  purfue. 

3^  One  queftion  will  arife,  whether,  liot- 
Withftanding  our  prefent  difficulty  of  procur- 
ing even  thefe,  the  mode  offending  out  solitary 
Miffionaries  be  after  the  model  of  the  Church, 
as  guided  by  Chrift  and  his  Apoftles.  When 
Chrift  fent  out  his  difciples,  he  fent  them  not 
fingle,  hut  varioufly  alTociatcd*  John  is 
found  with  two  of  his  difciples,  when  he  Hands 
obferving  and  recognizing  the  Lamb  of  God. 
John  i.  35-  He  is  recorded  alfo,  to  have  fent 
two  of  his  difciples  to  Jcfus,  when  he  enquir- 
ed, whether  he  were  the  Chrift.

Throaghout  the  Ads  of  the  Apoftles  f,  the

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difciples  are  rcprefented  as  being  in  companies, 
and,  except  for  very  (hort  feafons,  in  two, or 
three  places,  the  very  chiefcft  of  the  Apoftles 
proceed  not  alone.  Almoft  all  the  addrefles 
of  St.  Paul's  epiftles  befpeak  the  fame  fa(3:. 
The  fame  appears  in  the  dofe  of  moil  of  them, 
where  he  falutes  the  phurch,  or  p-^rfon  to 
whom  he  was  writing  in  their  joint  name  *^ 
Such  certainly  was  the  apoftolical  rnodel,  and 
we  mufl  form  our  own  conclulions  upon  the 
cafe.  lam  not  arguing  now,  as  prciHing  for 
the  prefent  adoption  of  the  meafure,  but  rather 
am  wifliing  ito  afcertain  the  fad:,  as  it  tpok 
place  in  old  time:  and,  on  this  ground*  merely 
ftate  the  matter,  wiri^  gr^at,  deference  and,,rub- 
miffion,  as  a  fubjedl  for  future  confideration, 

as

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as  opportunities  and  means  may  offer.  Pro- 
bably the  whole  work,  of  engaging  new  con- 
vertsi  is  above  the  powers  of  one  man.  For 
various  gifts  and  endowments  for  this  purpofe 
are  rcquifite.  But  we  know,  that  to  one  it  is 
given  to  aA  in  this  manner,  and  to  another  in 
that.  As  therefore  there  are  diverfities  of  ope- 
rations, fo  alfo  there  are  diverfities  of  gifts, 
and  diverfities  of  perfons  feveraL' ;  adapted  to 
them  all. 

Many  a  one  is  alarmed  at  the  idea  of  ventur- 
ing into  diftant  countries,  unaffifted  and  un- 
attended, and  thus  is  deterred  from  leaving  his 
native  home,  and  embarking  in  the  caufc  at 
all.  It  mud  alfo  be  taken  into  the  account, 
that  the  folitary  Miffionary  may  be  foon  dif- 
pirited  at  the  difficulties  which  he  has  to  en- 
counter, and  thus  his  zeal  may  fail/and  his 
work  be  fpoiled.  He  may  alfo,  like  Demas, 
be  drawn  afidc  and  forfake  the  work,  having 
loved  the  world  and  its  pleafures—in  fuch  a 
cafe^  the  name  of  Ch rift  may  be  brought  into 
difrepute,  while  the  generation  of  men,  who 
faw  his  apoftacy,  may  continue  upon  that 
earth. 

C2  Where 
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Where  two  or  more  arc  gathered  together, 
the  grace  of  God  is  peculiarly  proniifcd.  Thca 
mutual  help  is  at  baud,  focial  comfort  the 
Mn:^  of  arduous  toil,  mutual  in(lru<ftion,  ad- 
monition, and  exhortation,  which  ar^higWy 
heneficial— nay,  nece/Tary.  Th«  outward  ap- 
pearance alfo  is  more  effedual :  there  is  a 
living  proof,  that  although  they  are  many*  yet 
there  \%  one  and  the  i^n\^  Faith,  one  »nd  the 
fame  Baptifm,  one  and  the  fame  Godhead, 
icliich  wot  Ml  all  in  all. 

4.  If  we  would  looiiL  back  to  firft  times  and 
firft  piiacipies,  our  great  want  ;pf^  Churches 
abroad  will  be  moft  evident  U\iX^  the  cdmpari- 
fon-  Wherever  the  words  ig  pr<5>ciiied,  there 
ftjould  the  temple  of  God  be  i^n.  This  is 
the  4xatur*l  and  proper  place  of  r^fort,  and  to 
this,  that  apoilolical  precept  virtually  applies, 
**  Formke  not  tfie  assemUing  ^ymrs^lVei  to^ 
gelher.  Hebt  x.  25.  When  tl:ie  apoftks  were 
imprifoned  through  the  indignation  of  the 
High  Frieil^  the  Angel  of  the  Lord  fet  them 
free,  and  charged  them,  without  regard  to  the 
imminent  danger  which  attended  fo  public  an 
adt,  Go  stand  and  speak  i?i  the  temple  all  the 
xvor^s  $f  this  life.     A^s  v.  20. 

<.  A 
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'•J.  A  moft  eflential  requifitc  in  every  Mif- 
iionary,  is  in  conformity  with  Chrift's  example, 
the  general  ability  of  doing  good .  One  particu- 
lar ba«  been  already  rrtentioned.  Adions  of  be- 
neficence ^e  in  tfhemfclvcs  an  umverfal  lan- 
guage, which  all  men  underftand,  and  gladly 
receive.  So  that  in  addrcfllng  ignorant  nations, 
call  ic  what  you  may,  civilization,  inftrudion, 
kihd  help,  'welcome  relief,  an  infuiion  of  a 
general  fpirit  of  fociability  and  gentlenefs,  all 
which  work  out  the  good  of  mankind  j  one  in- 
variable principle  of  benefiting  mankind  by 
all  poflible  means,  appears  in  the  model  fet 
forth  by  Chrift  and  his  Apoftks ;  and  tk'i  is  a 
rule  bmding  upon  all,  who  would  preach  the 
kingdom  of  God.  Great  as  were  all  the  apof- 
tolical  means  of  accomplilhing  thefe  purpbfes, 
their  adlions  are  to  be  our  guides,  and  muft  be 
imitated  too  after  fome  fort.  Be  t»tey  abftract* 
edly  in  themfelvcs  piTBternatural,  the  principle 
upon  which  they  proceeded  is  natural.  If  we 
cannot  follow  them  in  clofc  purfuance,  yet  we 
may  in  a  diftant  way.  Thus  we  fay,  Bt  ye 
perfect  even  as  your  father  xchich  is  in  heaven  is 
perfect.  Matt.  v.  48,  /.  e,  after  a  fort,  ufingyour 
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beft  pov'crs,  though   ncceflarily  thrown  bj^ck 
to  a  moft  humiliating  diftance. 

6.  The  education  of  children  of  all  defcrip- 
tions  is  a  point  fo  clear,  that  it  precludes  dif- 
cuffion.  AP  fcripture  is  full  of  precepts  to 
th^s  cfFea.^i,^ Wherever  there  is  a  Chriftian 
eftabliihment  abroad  as  well  as  at  home,  there 
fhould  be  a  Chriftian  fchool,  teaching  the  word 
of  God  in  fmcerity.  Our  Church  in  her 
feventy-eighth  Canon,  feems  to  have  efpecial 
refpe<^  to  this  provifion,  ordaining  that  in  all 
parishes,  curates,  defirous  of  teaching,  fhould 
be  licenced  thereto  before  others.  They  are  a 
help  ready  at  hand,  and  moft  proper  to  be  en* 
ployed.  We  need  not  defcant,  how  every  con- 
iideration  of  affe<ftion  and  pity  unites  in  this 
good  work  :  how  the  mind  of  children  is,  ge- 
nerally and  comparatively  fpeaking,  du<ftile  and 
pure  J  and  how  fcripture  points  to  the  infant 
mind  as  the  model  of  innocence.  Mat.  xviii. 
I— lo.  ^ 

Neither  can  I  touch  upon  the  fubjedt  of  edu- 
cation, without  intiriating,  how  highly  bene- 
ficial ii  would  be,  that  fchools  of  a  higher  clafs 
Ihould  be  eftablifhed  abroad,  and  that  perhaps 
at  the  public  expence,  where  the  native  youth 

might 
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might  be  in/lrudtcd  in  al".  things  ncccflkry  for 
the  facrcd  miiuftry,  and  for  the  fuliillingof  all 
tlw  duties  of  ufeful  and  accampiifhcd  Mif- 
fionaries.  There  might  then  be  no  longer  fuch 
a  dearth, of  labourers  in  the  vineyard.  This 
fupcrior  education  would  be  of  the  right  fort, 
^id  we  may  be  fare  would  be  peculiarly  in- 
viting: their  native  country  would  ilimulate 
and  fecure  their  ze^.i  :  1  o  foreign  dangers,  nor 
even  apprehenfions  of  them  would  prefent 
themfelves  to  their  minds :  and  no  hazardous 
abfences  from  all  that  is  gratelul  to  the  natural 
dome/lie  feelings  of  a  man,  would  iill  them 
with  fearful  notions  of  entering  upon  the  ho\y 
work,  in  fincenty  of  heart. 

7.  In  aid  of  thefe  plans  of  ii^ftruaing  the 
ignorant,  by  fome  has  been  pointed  out  the 
neceflity  of  more  frequent  and  eafier  com- 
munication with  the  diftant  countries,  to  which 
we  would  impart  the  word  of  God  :  by  others, 
the  want  of  more  genert\l  epifcopal  refidence 
and  authority  abroad,  to  regulate  the  Church 
there,  to  guard  her  do^rines,  to  adminifter  to 
her  fpiritual  wants  with  promptitude,  and  to 
confirm  her  members  in  the  il^eadinefs,  and  the 
purity  of  their  faith  in  Chrift.  Thefe  things 
'^  arc 
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are  rtri(ftly  confonaht  with  the  apoftolical  mo- 
del; but  the  eftablifliment  and  direaion  of 
them,  belong  rather  to  the  Governnjcnt  of  out' 
countiy,  than  to  us. 

8.  One  great  means  of  converting  the  world, 
is  to  be  expected  at  the  hand  of  God.  I  allude 
to  that  declaration  of  God's  great  mercy,  that 
he  would  hereafter  call  the  Jews  to  the  know- 
ledge and  love  of  the  name  of  Chrift.  St.  Paul 
aiTures  us,  that  God  will  focall  his  people  j  and 
that  by  this  miraculous  interference  of  his  pro- 
vidence, the  riches  of  the  Gentiles  ihall  be 
completed  through  their  fulnefs.  As  yet, 
great  as  has  been  the  converfion  of  the  Gentiles, 
a  far  greater  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
earth,  than  what  the  Chriftian  world  contains^ 
flill  remains  in  total  ignorance  of  their  re* 
dcmption  by  Chrift.  But  this  is  on  their  parts 
alfo,  as  happened  to  the  Jews,  blindness  in  part. 
The  time  (hall  affuredly  come,  when  new  lights 
ihall  lead  them  alfo,  more  fully  to  acknowledge 
all  that  God  hath  revealed.  The  rejeiftion  of 
the  Jews  for  their  hardnefs  of  unbelief,  firft 
cauCed  the  Gentiles  to  be  c;>Ued  to  the  hope  of 
that  mercy,  which  they  refufcd  But  all  of 
us  have  not  heard.     Muhitudes  paft  number 

are 
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are  ftiU  in  darkncfs,  i»fomuch  that  it  might 
now  ftill  be  faid,  AUmfmndations  of  the  eartk 
are  out  »f  emirse.     Pfalm  Ixxxii.  r-     But  thdb 
are  to  be  awakened  by  a  new  calling  of  Chrift's 
ftupendoiw  mency.     For  the  converfion  of  the 
Jews  i&  t6  operate  with  increafed  vigour,  upon 
the  hearts  of  the  uncnliightened.     Nothing  car* 
fpeak  pkiner,  than  doth  ^t,  Paul  to  this  point. 
If  ike  fall  of  them  (the  Jews)  he  the  riches  of 
$ftemrki,  mtd  iJie  dimlnishmg  of  them  the  riches 
^'  tfi^Qmtile$,  how  tnitch  more  their  fulness  P  If 
$k€  casting  awa^  of  them  be  the  recoficiling  of  the 
mrid,  m/iM  shall  the  receiving  of  them  be,  kit 
li/efrdm  the   dead?  Romans  xi.  12-— 15.     It 
vwily  ihmild  appear,  that  the  cafting  away  of 
God*s  people  was  originally  defigned,  to  make 
the  reft  of  the  world  fcnfiWe  of  the  great  kind- 
licfs  thus  defpifed,  and  to  covet  this  bcft  gift 
of  God*s   Grace.     This,  in  turn,  (hould  pro- 
voke the  Jews  to  jealoufy,  and  to  ftrive  to  re- 
gain what  they  had  £0  fooliihly  defpifed  :  and 
thus  again,  in   farther   return,  the  Gentiles, 
feeing  the  gifts  and  calling  of  God  with  regard 
to  the  Jews  fure,  ihould  be  more  generally  and 
indeed    compleatly    roufed,    to    believe    and 
adore  the  wonderful  name  of  God  and  his 

^  Chrift. 
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Chrift*.  Howbeit  thefe  things  arc  a  great 
myftery  :  but  we  are  affured,  that  God  hath 
thus  pufpofcd  in  his  good  t'me,  to  pour  out 
his  £  -aee  upon  his  chofen  people,  and  upon  the 
Gentiles  alfo  ^  and  we  know  alfo,  and  are  af- 
fured, that  the  gifts  and  calling  of  God  ar^  with-, 
out  repentance.     Rom.  xi.  29.  .d: 

Neither  would  I  conclude,  that  fo  material 
a  doftrine,  as  the  final  pouring  out  of -hi«  grace 
upon  his  chofen  people,  fliould  rd?;  upon  the 
intimations  of  the  New  Tefhtneni  alone :  it 
will  equally  be  evident,  if  we  ^o  back  to«th© 
words  of  old  time.  Not  only  the  prophet* 
of  the  later  days,  and  of  the  houfe  of  Jacob  f 
interefted  in  the  hope  of  Iffael^fpofce  of  thefe

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things,  but  we  may  gather  the  fame  from  the 
firftdaysof  the  Jewiih  difpenfation,  as  delivered 
by  thofe,  who  were  enemies  to  the  revelation, 
which  God  had  given  of  himfelf  by  his  fer« 
vant  Mofes. 

^.Oneprophecy  in  particular  has,  I  conceive, 
been  much  miftaken,  and  of  courfe  difregarded. 
When    Balaam   prophefied    to   Balak  of    the 
future  ftate  of  Ifrael,  he  did  it  in  thefe  remark- 
able words ;  Let  me  die  the  death  cf  the  righteous, 
and  let  my  last  end  be  like  his.     The  popular 
do(5lrine  drawn  from  thefe  words,  viz.  the  en- 
viable peace  and  tranquillity  of  foul,  exhibited 
by  righteous  perfons  in  their  dying  moments, 
is  undoubtedly  conformable  to  the  whole  tenor 
of  holy  fcripture  :    but  furely,  that    was    not 
tiw  :objedt  which  the  p»-ophecy  had   in  view, 
when  it  focetold   the  happy   ftate   of  future 
Ifr.  -^l.     It  was  totally  irrelevant  of  the  purpofe, 
for  which  Balaam  was  called. 

Mofes  had  now  entered  upon  his  work  of

favour.  Succefs  followed  him  wherever  he 
went.  The  powerful  kings  of  the  Amorites 
and  of  BaOian  had  fallen  before  him.  He  was 
approaching  Moab  with  the  fame  hoftilc  intent. 
Balak,  their  king,  was  inihmtly.  alarrAcd.  As 
was  the  Heathen  cuftom  at  that  rime,  he  fends 
to  Balaam,  to  whom  God  had  given  the  gift 
of  prophecy.  Come  curse  me  thh  people,  for  they 
are  too  mighty  for  mc  :  PeradvfntUit  I  ^ihaUprS" 
vtiit  that  we  mcy  ^mife  them,  and  that  I  may 
drive  ihem  ^ut  of  the  land  :  For  J  wot,  that  he 
whom  thou  blessest  is  blessed,  imd  he  'whom  thou 
cursest  is  cwsed.  Numb,  xxii.  6.  A  prefent 
danger  ftruck  him  with  dire  terror:  a  prclent 
deliverance  was  the  obje<^  of  ill  his  thoughts t 
but  Balaam's  anfwer  is,  Honv  sAaltl curse  whom' 
God  Imlh  not  cursed  f  And  then  io  few  words,, 
he  proceeds  to  ftate  the  multitudes  and  the 
growing  profperity  of  the  people,  inftead  of 
thciir  being  cut  off  and  driven  out.  Lo  !  the 
people  shall  dwell  alone,  and  skull  not  be  reckoned 
among  the  Nations,  Who  can  count  t4m  dust  of 
Jacoby  and  the  nutnber  (f  the  fourth  part  of 
Israeli  Let  mcdie  the  death  of  the  righteous^  and 

let 
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kf  my  lust  end  be  like  his.  Numb,  xxiii.  8,  9, 
113.  This  is  the  Aim  of  the  blefling  which  hfe 
pronounced.  And  that  it  was  a  bkffing  di- 
reaiy  contrary  to  what  was  defired,  a  curfe  of 
of  immediate  difcomfiturc,  the  anfwer  of 
Balak  incontcftibly  declares.  All  that  Balaam 
uttered  afterwards,  was  rather  an  amplification 
of  this  his  iirft  and  immediate  bleffing.  We 
cannot  but  concltade  therefore,  that  thefe  words, 
"  Let  me  die  the  death  of  the  righteous,  and 
l^  my  laft  end  be  like  his/*  could  not  be 
^oken,  with  a  view  to  a  pious  defeant  upon 
die  quiet  death  c^  a  religious  man.  The  ob- 
jedl  of  Balaam  was  to  (hew  that  lirael  fliould 
not  be  deftroyed,  but  be  of  long  continuance*, 
and  ultimately  happy  in  the  bkffings  of  God. 
And  thefe  deflinations  are  actually  the  purpofe 
of  his  prophecy. 

For  'nnnx  which  is  rendered  *'  my  laft  end," 
has  too  confined  an  interpretation  in  our  ver- 
fion.  For  the  unlearned  are  led  to  imagine, 
that  only  the  laft  end  of  the  individual  righteous 

perfon

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Neither  is  there  any  difficulty  as  to  the  firll 
part  of  the  prophecy,  "  Let  me  die  the  death  of 
the  righteom:'     Whether,  as  the  Chaldee  and 
Syriac  verfions  feetn  to  intimate,  we  may  fup- 
pofe  the  Fathers  of  the  Jewifh  generations  to 
be  intended,  Abraham  *,.

The   task  of  turning  the  hearts   of  the  dis- 
obedient  to  the  uisdom  of  the  Just,  and  of  making 
ready  a  people  prepared  for  the  Lord,  Luke  i.  17. 
without  eontrovery    belongs   to  all,  whether 
clergy  or  laity,  to   whom  the  grace   of  God 
hath   afforded  any   opportunity   of  fo   doing  : 
but  more  efpeciallyto  thofe,  who  dwell  among 
the  Heathen  and  ignorant.     Thefe  have   the 
the  gt-feat  means  of  preaching  repentance  unto 
life,  in  every  adion  of  their  lives.     And  this 
righteous  carefulnefs/is,  as  it  were,  a  living  ex- 
hortation to  adore  the  name  of  Chrift,  and  to 
feek  the  benefits  of  his  Gofpel.     Muft  it  not 
then  ftrike  every  conliderate  perfon  fo  placed, 
how  necelfary  it   is,  that  every  a<5tion   of  his 
li'*:  fliould  be  guarded  from  all  appearance  of 

E-  evil. 
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evil,  and  be  done  after  the  fimplicity  of  faith  ? 
Ought  he  not  to  reflea:,  that  pofllbly  God 
placed  him  in  fuch  a  fituation,  expresfly  that 
he  might  be  an  inftrumeat  in  his  hands,  of 
imparting  knowledge  of  falvation,  by  precept 
or  by  example,  to  thofc  /ho  have  not  heard  of 
his  name  ?  Thus  Efther  v^ras  reminded,  tc'//« 
knoiveik  ivhdiier  thou  art  come  to  the  kingdom  for 
v.Lch  a  time  as  this  ?  Eflher  iv.  14. 

It  is  a  tremendous  refledion,  that  not  to 
co-operate  with  the  will  of  God,  in  fuch  op- 
portunities as  thefe,  is  in  fa«5b  to  oppofe  it ; 
as  faith  our  Liord,  alluding  cxprcsfly  to  fuch 
occafions.  He  that  is  not  with  me  is  ugainst  me, 
and  he  that  gatherelu  not  with  me,  scattereth 
abroad.  Matt.  xii.  30.  Oh  I  that  my  voice 
could  reach  to  thofe  oi  our  people,  who  are 
placed  in  our  diflant  Colonies  and  Settlements, 
and  convince  them,  how  their  own  individual 
duty  binds  them  to  righteoufnefs  of  life,  and 
how,  on  their  example,  depends  the  righteouf- 
nefs, and  thus  perhaos  the  falvation  of  others  ! 
but  how  often  their  lives  prove  a  tumbling 
block  and  an  offence  to  the  unconverted  Hea- 
thens J  and  hence,  how  they  adually  do  despite 
to  the  sjurii  of  grace  !  It  is  furely  a  poin^  worthy 

of 
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of  the  influence  of  our   Government.     Thus 
Nchemiah,  upon  a  like  occafion,   rebuked  his 
people  :  It  is  not  good  that  ye  do :  Ought  ye  not 
to  walk  in  the  fear  of  our  God,  because  of  the  re- 
proach of  the  Heathen  our  enemies?  Nehem.  v.  9. 
Car;  an  alien  be  won  over  to  the  love  of  a  re- 
ligion, the  profcfTors  of  which  are  noted  rather 
for  oppreffion  and  wrong,  for  lufts  and  intem- 
perance, and  are  thus  in  fadfc  hindering  them  who 
would  enter  in  ?  What  can   the   voice  ^i"  the 
humble  folitary  Miffionary,  fhoula  even  fuch 
fee  at  hand,  avail  againft  the  overbearing  noife 
and  influence  of  viciou«   fuperiority  ?  or  how 
can  he  roufe  the  apathy  of  ignorant  ftrangers  to 
hope  of  Chrift,  when  the  Chriftians,  whom 
they  fee,  are  Ijfl:  in   imdifl^erence  to  all  things 
but  worldly  gain,  cold  as  to  the  reverence  of 
their  Goa  whom  they  would   proclaim,  and 
making  light  of  all  the  eflcntials  of  the  religion 
which  they  profe^    a  temple  in  \  hich  to  wor- 
fhip,  the  ^craments,  the  fabbath ;,  prayer,  re- 
pentance,  redemption  through  Chrift,  and  the 
hope  of  eternal  life  ?  Oh,  that  they  were  wise, 
that  they  Understood  tuts,  and  would  consider  their 
ktter  end,    Deut.  xxxii.  29. 
Ill   To  thofe  who  are  zealouily  aflfeaed  to- 
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wards  the  holy  word  of  enlightening  the  under- 
ftanding  of  their  ignorant  brethren,  great  con- 
folation«  are  held  forth.  Lo  !  faith  Chrift,  /  am 
uith  you  ulxvay  to  the  end  of  the  world.  This  i« 
his  fure  promife  to  his  afHiacd  Church.  U 
may  be,  that  great  difficulties  attend  the  work,, 
but  Chrift  aflures  us,  My  grace  is  suJickfUfor 
thc£.  2.  Cor.  xii.  9.  It  may  be,  that  great 
delays  may  intervene  between  the  commence- 
ment of  our  labours,  and  our  obtaining  any 
fatisfaftory  refult.  Be  it  fo  :  yet  we  mufl:  pray^ 
that  our  faith  fail  not.  Luke  xxii.  32.  Be  it 
even,  that  no  fuccefs  ihould  follow  :  yet  it  is 
a  comfort,  to  have  fought  a  good  fight  ^  2  Tim. 
iv.  7.  to  have  laid  perhaps  a  good  fonudatioii 
in  the  minds  of  many,  although  as  yet  the  pur- 
pofes  oi  Almighty  God,  always  infcrutable, 
are  not  to  be  worked  out  by  the  inftrumentality 
of  our  hands,  or  at  the  time  in  which  wc 
live. 

But  all  the  while  that  we  are  purfuing  this 
godly  work,  let  us  not  difdain,  from  time  to 
time,  to  enter  into  that  wife  employment,  fclf 
examination,  as  to  the  methods  which  we  are 
purfuing.  Have  we  obferved  to  do  all  that 
Chrift  hath  commanded  us  ?  Not  to  have  done

KING  Willianilll.  was  gracioufly  pleafed, 
oxi  the  1 6th  of  June,    1701,    to  ereSi 
and  fettle    a    Corporation    ^ith   a 
perpetual  fucceffton,  by  the  name   of  The  So- 
ciety   FOR    THE    Propagation   of  the 
Gospel    in  Foreign    Parts;  for    the  re- 
cetving,  managing,   and  dijpofng  of  the  contri- 
butions of  fuch  perfons  as  would-be  induced  to 
extend  their  charity  towards  the  Maintenance  of 
a   Learned  and  an  Orthodox  Clergy,  and  the 
making  of  fuch  other  provifion  as  might  be  necejjary 
for  the^  Propagation  of  the  Gofpel  in  Foreign  Parts, 
upon  information,   that  in  many  of  our  Plan- 
tations,   Colonies,    and  Factories  be- 
yond the  feas,  the  provifton  for  Minijlers  was 
mean,   and  many  other  of  our  faid  Planta- 
tions,   Colonies,    and  Factories,   were 
wholly  unprovided  of  a  maintenance  for  Minijlers,

in  their  hands,. 

The  Society,  as  their  Charter  direds,  give  an 
annual  account  to  the  Lord  High  Chancellor, 
the  Lord  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Kings  Bench,  and 
the  Lord  Chief  Juftice  of  the  Common  Pleas,  of 
the  feveral  funis  of  money  by  theiir*  received, 
and  laid  out,  and  of  the  management  and  dif- 
pofition  of  the  revenues  of,  the  Corporation: 
an  Abftraa  of  which,  and  of  heir  proceedings, 
they  annually  publiili,  and  take  this  opportunity 
of  returning  their  moft  hearty  thanks  for  the 
particular  Benefadions  which  were  received 
in  the  year  iSiij-j/^s.

Befides  this,  the  Society  are  at  confiderablc 
expence  in  furniiliing  Miflionaries  with  books 
for  a  Library,  as  well  as  Bibles,  Prayer-books,  and 
fmall  religious  Trads,  to  diftribute  among  their 
people,  as  occa*fions  require  1  and  in  Gratuities 
for  extraordinary  fervices.  And  as  the  Society 
generally  receive  from  their  Miflionaries  ac- 
counts of  their  proceedings,  and  of  the  flate 
of  their  feveral  Miflions,  it  is  thought  proper 
to  publi(h  the  following  Abftraa  of  fuch 
informations  as  were  received  from  the  Mif- 
fionaries  in  the  year  i8u. 
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Newfoundland. 

Tj^«    Rev.    Mr.     Rowland,    MifHonary   at 
St.- John's,    has    informed   the    Society,    that 
Government  have  granted  06*250   towards   the 
enlargement    of    the     Church,     which     his 
panfhroners  have  met  by  a  fubfcription  to  the 
fame  amount.     On  the    i6th  of  June,  181  r, 
he  preached  a  Sermon  for  the  benefit  of  the 
School  of  Induftry;  at  which  was  colledted 
X47  o^.  icL     The  Proteftant  children  were 
catechized,  and  each  publicly  prefented  with  a 
iiible  and  Prayer  Book.     He  has  recommend- 
ed Mr.  Marshall,  the  Mafter  of  the  School, 
to  the'  Society's  countenance,  who  haff  been 
accordingly  taken   upon  their  Lift.     A'  Tub- 
icription  is  opened  for  an  organ  and  a  bell.  His 
year's   Notitia   itands    thus:    Baptifms    ii6- 
Marriages  29   couple;    Burials    216.      Some 
i?ooks  have  been  fent  tc  Mr.  Rowland  for  the 
.  wfc  of  his  Miffion. 

,  _  The  Rev.  Mr.  An  fpach,.Miffionary  at  Harbor 
prace  aud  Garboneer,  aiTures  the  Society,  in 
his  ktter  of  December  14th,  1811,  ofthe 
.  improving  ftate  of  his  Miffion.  All  the  Schools 
jr&.m  a  flourifhing  condition.  The  Lent 
Leau res  are, well  attended,  and  he  has  13  new 
Communicants.  In  the  courf-  of  the  year  he 
baptized  82;  married  22  couple;  and   buried

21.  At  the  recommeridation  of  Mr.  Anfoach, 
the  Society  havp  appointed  Mr.  Thomas 
Plumleigh,  their  School- maftcr  at  Brigus,  (a 
populous  Settlement,  between  four  and  five 
leagues  from  Harbor  Grace.)  with  a  faUry  of 
ten  pounds  a  year.  ^ 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Clinch,  Miffionary  at  Trinity, 
has  acknowledged  the  Society's  letter  of  the 
iQth  of  April  lail,  and  returns  his  thanks  for 
the  ample  fupply  of  Bibles^  Prayer  Books,  &c. 
which  came  fafe  to  hand  in  July  lail,  and 
which  he  will  diftributc  to  the  bed  advantage. 
He  has  the  happin^fs  to  add,  that  he  has  ^very 
leafon  to  be  *fatisficd  with  the  demeanour,  good 
order,  and  regular  attendance  of  the  iiiiabit- 
ants  and  others  at  Church  every  I^brd's  day. 


Nova  Scotia. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Perkins,  Miffionary  at  An- 
napolis and  Clements,  in  a  letter,  dated  July 
8th,  181 1,  reports,  that  the  Church  at  Cle- 
ments is  in  excellent  order ;  but  that  that  at 
Annapolis  is  in  a  very  decayed  condition :  he 
trufts  however  that  his  parilhioners,  wkh  the 
afliflance  of  Government  and  the  Society,  will 
be  enabled  to  ere<5t  a  new  one.  His  Notitia 
for  the  lafl:  year  ftands  thus :  At  Annaprlis, 
Baptifms  21  ;  Marriages  17;  Burials  10.  At 
elements,  Baptifms  1 8  j  Marriages  1 3 ;  Burials  5. 

That 
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That  the  School,  taught  by  Mr,  Corbit,  is  in  a 
floutifhing  ftate,  confifting  of  forty  fchoJars, 
vho  are  cat«chiz«d  in  the  Church  on  Wednef- 
days.  The  Society  have  iinte  learned,  with 
concern,  that  Mr.  Perkins,  being  in  declining 
health,  is  gone  to  Jamaica  to  try  the  effect  of 
a  warmer  climate. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Norris,  MifTionary  at  Corn- 
wallis  and  Horton,  has  informeil  the  Society 
that  fhe  new  Church  at  Cornwallis  is  nearly 
finiilied;  tov/ards  which  they  have  been  li- 
berally affifted  by  Government.  When  com- 
plCw.id,  it  will  have  coft  iliSoO.  He  has 
tranfmitted  this  Notitia  :  Baptifms  27,  includ- 
ing a  family  of  11  children;  Marriages  20; 
no  Burial. 

^  The  Rev.  Mr.  Millidge,  Miffionary  at  Gran 
ville,  ftates,  thnt  in  confequence  of  the  bounty 
of  Government,  they  will  be  enabled  to  put 
the  Church,  in  th^.t  Parilh,  in  good  repair. 
And  it  is  their  intention  to  eredt  a  new  Church 
irt  the  middle  Diftridl,  having  nearly  money 
enough  for  it. 

The  Society  have  received  the  painful  intelli- 
gence of  the  death  of  the  Rev.  R  oger  Victs,  their 
old  and  valuable  MilHonary  at  Digby,  which 
took  place  on  the  15th  of  Auguft  lait.  His  laft 
letter  was  dated  on  the  24th  of  the  preceding 
Jane ;  in  which  he  reprefcnted  that  his  MiflicPx 
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proceeded  in  its  ufual  courfe  of  unity,  peacej 
and  profperity,  little  affeded  by  the  violent 
commotions  raifed  by  the  New  Lights,  and 
other  extravagant  Sedlarics.  In  the  courfe  of 
the  year,  he  baptized  60,  (five  of  which  were^ 
Adults);  married  13  couple;  and  buried  la.-* 
Communicants  34.  He  rongly  recommend- 
ed Mr.  Robert  Dalton  to  be  the  Society's 
School-mafter  at  Digby,  who  has  been  accord- 
ingly appointed  to  that  office. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Weeks,  Miflionary  at  Guyf-' 
borough,  acquaints  the  Society  in  a  letter, 
dated  Odobe^  ift,  181 1,  that  he  proceeds  in 
his  ufual  courfs  of  duty,  and  generally  meets  a 
good  Congregation.  That  fince  the  23d  of 
January,  he  had  baptized  60  children;  mar- 
r-  d  7  couple;  and  buried  6.  That  by  an 
heavy  gale  of  wind  the  preceding  day,  the 
Church  was  fo  much  damaged  that  it  muil  be 
rebuilt. 


Mr.  Charles  Ingles,  a  Graduate  of  King's 
College,  Nova  Scotia,  has  been  ordained  by 
the  Biftiop,  and  appointed  by  the  Society  to  the 
vacant  Miilion  of  Chefter.  He  arrived  there 
on  the  28th  of  November  lait.  Some  Books, 
which  he  requeiVed  for  the  ufe  of  himfelf  and 
the  MifTion,  have  been  fent  to  him. 
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No  letter  has  been  received  from  Mr.  Shreve, 
the  Miflionary  at  Lunenburgk,  during  the  Jail/ 
two  years. 


New  Brunfwicfc. 

The  Rev.  Mri  t^idgeon,  Miflionary  at 
Frederi(5lon,  in  a  letter,  d?»,ted  jfiine  25th,  1 81 1, 
apologizes  for  his  long  lilence,  which  was  oc- 
cafioned  by  ill  health.  He  acquaints  the 
Society,  that  ft  valuable  grant  of  land  has 
been  obtained  for  the  b^efit  of  the  Church 
in  that  parifh.  It  "comprizes  a  number  of 
building  lots  in  the  town,  capable  of  pro- 
ducing in  a  few  years  a  very  handfome  income; 
but  they  are  limited  by  the  grant  to  ^100  per 
annuniy  (the  overplus  to  be  otherwife  difpofed 
of  by  the  Governor  and  Council,)  which  he 
hopes  will,  in  a  fhort  time,  enable  them  to 
finifli  the  Church.  For  this  donation  they 
are  indebted  to  their  worthy  Preiident,  Major- 
General  Hunter.  His.  Congregation  is  nu- 
merous and  exemplary.  Many  who  wefe  drawn 
away  by  the  delulions  of  fanaticifm,  have  re- 
turned to  the  Church.  His  Notitia  from  the 
24th  of  June,  1809,  is  as  follows  :  Baptifms 
»oo:  Marriages  35  :  Burials  44..  Communi- 
cants ^6.  He  requefts  fome  Bibles,  Tefta-. 
mcnts,  &c.  which  have  been  granted  to  him. 

The 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  BiiTet,  Miflionary  at  Mauger- 
ville  and  Burtoo^  acquaints  the  Society  that 
the  Congregations  have  encreafed  in  both  the 
Parifties  under  his  care,  particularly  at  Burton, 
but  he  has  ftill  to  regret  that  the  Church  there 
is  not  yet  con^pletely  finifhed.  Fanaticifm  is 
evidently  on  the  decline,  as  they  are  now  fel- 
dom  vifited  by  thofe  itinerant  Preachers  who 
ferved  to  keep  it  alive.  His  Notitia  ftands 
thus:  Baptifms  22;  Marriages  145  Burials  5. 

The  Rev,  Mr,  Scovil,  Miflionary  at^  King- 
fton,  has  traiifmitted  the  following  Notitia: 
Baptifms  52  Infents  and  2  Adults  j  Marriages 
205  Burials  5,.  Communicants  in  Kingfton 
143,  in  Hampton  41,  in  Springfield  27.  He 
rcqucfted  fome  Book*  and  Tracts,  which  have 
been  fent  to  him.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Andrews,  Miflionary  at  St. 
Andrew's,  acquaints  the  Society  that  the  ftate 
of  Religion,  in  his  Miflion,  is  not  materially 
changed:  His  Notitia  is  as  follows  :  Baptifms 
'J I',  Marriages  14 i  Burials  8.  Communi- 
cants 75. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Clarke,  late  Miflionary  at 
Gage  Town,  informs  the  Society  in  a  letter, 
dated  November  nth,  181 1,  that  he  arrived, 
on  the  lafl:  day  of  the  preceding  month,  at 
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St.  Stephen's,  where  he  was  kindly  received ; 
and  the  pcoj^  exprds  their  gratitiicje  to  the 
Society  for  his  appointment. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Clarke,  who  was  admitted 
into  Prieft's  Orders  by  the*  Bifliop  of  Nbva 
Scotia,  on  the  ift  of  September  laft,  has  been 
appointed  to  the  Miftion  of  Cage  Town,  in 
the  room  of  his  father. 

No  letter  has  been  received  from  Mr*  Arnold, 
the  Miflionary  at  Suflex  Vale>  or  Mr.  Dibbke, 
the  Miffionary  at  WoodAock. 
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Cape  Breton. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Twining,  Miffionary  at  Cape 
:^eton,  informs  the  Society  that  he  has  vifited 
the  weil^rn  coajft,  about  Louisburg  and  the 
Gr.*Bd  tffUce,  wjisire  he  was  well  received. 
The  inhabitant*  ate  chiefly  poor  fifteirmen, 
whofe  chiUrcB  he  baptized.  His  Nptitia  from 
the  I  ft  of  Odober,  i8ii,  to  the  fame  date, 
iSii,  is  as  fi>Uows :  Baptifm&fii  Marriages 
ijjj^ujials^.     Commuaicaats  i8^ 
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Upper  and  Lower  Canada. 

The  Society  announce,  with  extreme  con- 
cern, the  death  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Stuart,  their 
exemplary  and  much  efteemed  Miffionary  at 
'Kingfton,  which  took  place  on  the  15th  of 
Auguft  laft.  in  his  laft  letter  to  the  Society, 
he  informed  them,  that  he  had  appointed  a 
difcreet  young  Mohawk,  who  can  read  his  own 
language  well,  toaftas  School- mafter  at  Quenti, 
at  ledl  until  better  means  of  inftruaion  can  be 
affbrdfed.     The  Scholars  were  then  ibout  20. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Langhorn,  Miffionary  at 
Erneft  and  Fredericksburg,  tranfmits  the  fol- 
lowing half  yejlr^s  Notitia :  Baptifms  28  5  Mar- 
riages 5  ;  Burials  2.    Communicants  21. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Addifon,  Miffionary  at  Nia- 
gara, acquaints  the  Society  that  in  his  laft  vilit 
•to  the  Indians,  he  baptized  20,  and  married 
4  cbujile.  His  Communicants  rather  incrcafe, 
and  the  Miffion  continues  to  flourifli. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Polkrd,  Miffionary  at.  Sand- 
wich, ftates,  that  the  population  of  Saildwicii 
is  much  reduced,  by  the  Merchants  and  Tradef- 
men  having  removed  to  Amherftbury.  His 
half  year's  Notitia  is  as  follows  :  Baptifms  9  j 
Marriages  4  j  Burials  3. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Cotton,  Miffionary  at  Dun- 
ham^ has  nothing  material  to  relate  concern- 
ing his  Miflion,  except  that  the  prejudices  of 
thofe  who  diffent  from  the  Church  of  England, 
appear  to  be  diminifhing.  In  the  preceding 
i^x  months,;  he  baptized  2  children,  and  mar- 
ried 9  pouple.     Communicants  18. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Charles  Stewart,  Miffionary  at 
St.  Armand,  informs  the  Society  that  on  the 
28th  of  July  laft,  Divine  Service  was  perfomr- 
ed,  for  the  firft  time,  in  the  new  Church  in  the 
weftern  part  of  the  Seigniory,  and  a  great  con- 
eourfe  of  people  affembled  in  it.  Its  erection 
has  coft  about  ^f'Soo:  the  other  Church  nearly 
£700.  In  the  laft  fix  months,  he  baptized, 
ih  the  eafternDiftri^t,  1 1  Children  and  2  Adults; 
miiried  4  couple ;  and  buried  2.  Communi- 
cants 34.  In  the  weftern  Diftrifl:,  he  baptized 
10  Children  and  i  Adult j  married  i  couple; 
and  buried  I.     Communicants  25. 

*rhe  Rev.  John  Jackfon,  late  evening  Lec- 
turer at  Qu  ^ec,  has  been  appointed  the  So- 
ciety's Mifii^^iiary  at  William  Henry,  in  the 
room  of  Mr.  Bradford,  who  is  returned  to  his 
former  Miffion  of  Chatham. 
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The  Society  having  of  late  years  found  great 
difficulty  in  prevailing  with  proper  Clergymen - 
to  go  abroad  in  their  fervice,  and  conceivittg 
that  one  caufe  of  this  difinclination  arifes  from 
an  ignorance  of  the  whole  of  the  Emolunrlents 
and  Advantages  annexed  to  the  fituktion  of  a 
Miffionary  in  the  Colonies  to  which  they  are 
fent,  think  it  proper  to  publifli  the  following 
more  particular  account  than  what  appears  in  the 
general  Annual  Abftrad  of  their  Proceedings. 

The  Colonies  to  which  theSociety  now  fend, 
out   Miflionaries    are   thefe  following  :   New- 
foundland, Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunfwick,  Upper 
and  Lower  Canada,  Cape  Breton,  and  Africa. 
It    may    be    ufeful    to  notice,    that    before 
the    Society   ii:.\x^    out    a    Miffionary   to   any 
new  place,    the  people  firil  petition  the  So- 
ciety   to    do    it,    and  fignify    that    they    are 
able  and    willing  to    contribute   towards   his 
fupport.      In   general,   it   is  required  that   a 
Church  be  built,  a  Glebe  fecured,  a  Parfon- 
age  Houfe  eredted,  and  a  fubfcription  entered 
into  by  the  people  themfelves,  or  fuch  En-. 
gagements  made  as  may  induce  the  Society  to 
eftablifti  aMiffion  before  they  are  compleated  ; 
bu'.  where  the  people  have  failed  in  the  per- 
formance, the  Miffionary  has  been  removed  to 
another  Itation. 

Upon    the  opening  of  a  new  Miffion,   the 
Society  grant  a  yearly  Salary  of  X'50.     After- 
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as  circumftances  may  fcem  to  require,  the 
Glcje  lands  being  in  fome  places  of  more 
value  than  in  others.  Half  a  year's  Salary  is 
advanced  to  each  Miflionary  upon  his  going 
abroad,  and  an  allowance  made  towards  the 
charge  of  the  voyage,  generally  about  £7^0. 

Dpfides  this,  great  aid  has  been  afforded  by 
Government  towards  carrying  on  the  pious 
defigns  of  the  Society.  In  the  Province  of 
Nova  Scotia  thirteen  Miflionaries  now  enjoy 
an  annual  Salary  from  Government  of  £70  or 
£j^,  In  New  Brifnfwick  nine  Miflionaries 
have  £iQo  a  year  each.  To  the  Miflionary 
at  Cape  Breton  «£ioo  a  year  is  allotted.  And 
to  five  Miflionaries  in  Newfoundland  0^50  a 
year,  with  fome  allowance  of  ratios,  in  addi- 
tipn  tq  the  Society's  Salary  of  cfioc. 

The  Miflionaries  in  Canada  have  each  of 
them  an  annual  Salary  of  <£ioo  from  Govern- 
ment, and  no  one  has  lefs  than  £^0  from 
the  Society.  The  other  growing  advantages 
from  Glebe,  Subfcription,  and  other  Contin- 
gencies, cannot  be  accurately  fl^^ated,  as  they 
mufl:  be  fubjea-,  fi:om  many  caufes,  to  varia- 
tion and  uncertainty,  and  will  be  governed  in 
fome  refpeds  by  the  abilities  of  the  people, 
larj^  the  eilimatipn  in  which  the  Miflionary  is 
held.^ 

In  addition  to  this,  it  fliould  be  obferved, 
that  the  Society,  ever  attentive  to  the  necetfi- 
ties  of  their  Miflionaries,  have  been  accuf- 
tomcd,    as   occafions  required,  to  reward  the 
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diligent  for  any  extraordinary  fervices,  and 
to  alleviate  the  diftrcfles  of  thofe  who  have 
been  afflided  with  ficknefs,  or  fuftatned  any 
unforefcen  lofl^s  or  calamities,  by  pecuniary 
Gratuities. 

The  Society  alfo  allow  to  four  Students  in 
Divinity  at  King's  College  in  Nova  Scotia  .£30  a 
year  each,  during  the  term  of  feven  years, 
with  preference  to  fons  of  Miflionaries. 

There  islikewife  fomeprovifion,  from  an  accu- 
mulation on  a  Legacy  of  Archbi(hop  Tenifon 
(the  annual  intereldof  which  now  amounts  to 
nearly  ^.'300)  for  **  fuch  Miffionaries,  being 
«*  Englishmen,  and  of  the  Province  of  Cmiter- 
**  bury,  as  have  been  by  unavoidable  acci- 
**  dents,  ficknefs,  or  other  infirmities  of  the 
*«  body,  or  old  age,  difabled  from  the  per- 
**  formance  of  their  duties,  -and  forced  to  re- 
**  turn  to  England"  Three  Miffionaries  have 
lately  enjoyed  the  benefit  of  it. 

Thefc,  with  fome  other  occafional  advan- 
tages, are  the  encouragements  held  out  by  the 
Society  to  fuch  pious  and  well-difpofed  Cler- 
gymen as  are  willing  to  enter  into  their  fer- 
vice. 

•^  The  Society  taking  into  their  ferious  con- 
fideration  the  abfblute  neceffity  there  is,  that 
fuch  Clergymen,  as  are  fent  abroad,  fhould 
be  duly  qualified  for  the  work  to  which  they 
are  appointed,  defirc  every  one,  who  recom- 
tnends   any   perfon   to   them  for  that  purpoi'c, 

to 
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to  teftify  his   knowlege,   as   to  the  following 
particulars : 

1.  The  age  of  the  perfon. 

2.  His  condition  of  life,  whether  fmgle  or 

married. 

3.  His  temper. 

4.  His  prudence. 

5.  His  learning. 

6.  His  fober  and  pious  converfation. 

7.  His  zeal  for  the  Chrjlftian  religion,  and 

diligence  in  his  holy  calling. 
<8.  His  affedlion   to  the  prcfcnt  Govern- 
ment. 
9.  His   conformity  to  the    doftrine    and 
difcipiine  of  the  Church  of  England, 
And  the  Society  requcft  all  perfons  concerned, 
that  they  recommend  no  man  out  of  favour  or 
afFedtion,  or  any  other  worldly  coniidcration,  but 
with  \a  fincere  regard  to  the  honour  of  Almighty 
God,  and  bur  blefled  Saviour  5  as  they  tender 
the  intereft  of  the  Chriilian  Religion,  and  the 
good  of  mens  fouls. 

But  if  any  perfon  (hould  appear  abroad  in 
the  character  of  a  Clergyman  of  the  Church  of 
England,  and  difgrace  that  profeflion  by  im- 
proper behaviour,  the  Society  defire  their  friends 
to  examine,  if  they  can,  into  his  Letters  of 
Orders,  and  to  infped:  the  lift  of  the  Mif- 
iionaries  annually  publi(hed  by  the  Society,  by 
which  if  it  fhould  be  found,  that  he  came 
thither  with  their  knowledge  j  they  will,  upon 
due  information,  jy/^/  away  from  them  that  wicked 
perfon.

Proceedings  of  the  Society, 
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PAYMENTS.
